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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on August 2, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Newly submitted claims 30, 35-38, 
41 , 43, 44, 46, 47, 49, 50, 52, 54, 55 and 59-63 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
Independent claims 30, 62 and 63 are not regarded as being drawn to originally elected 
Figs. 1-8. In particular, the specification in paragraph [00044] sets forth that the lock 34 
in fig. 1-8 is conventional and operated by a keypad. As set forth in paragraph [00049], 
the door is moved by exerting pressure on a D-handle in elected figs. 1-8. Accordingly, 
in claim 30, line 34, "a locking handle moving a locking member" and In claim 30, lines 
41-42. "said locking handle... receiving a rotating and lateral force" are not regarded as 
reading on elected Figs. 1-8. These limitations are also present in independent claims 
62 and 63. Accordingly, all pending claims are not regarded as being drawn to the 
elected Figs. 1-8 embodiment. Applicant may also use reference numerals in any future 
amended claims to clarify which elements are being claimed. See 37 CFR 1.111.
